Although bees are apt to turn out 
on any sunshiny day, the bulk of their 
work is done by the first of Novem­ 
ber and they have retired for their 
winter’s sleep.

Some of these fine m ornings the 
fact that the Decatur high school is 
far behind the other schools in this 
county Yvill be driven home to the cit­ 
izens of this town and community. 
W e are to come face to face with the 
fact that while other educational in­ 
stitutions in this good county were 
progressing, our city school was at a 
standstill, or, possibly m oving in the 
wrong direction. 
Take the schools of 
Bridgeport, 
Chico, 
A lvord. 
P a r a ­ 
dise, Rhome, Boyd, and our little 
neighbor town, Greenwood—they are 
m aking progress at a rate that is 
gratifying, indeed. 
W hy, the Green­ 
wood ru ra l high school is now teach­ 
ing domestic science and agriculture, 
while nothing of the kind is to he 
found in our local school’s currieulm 
The buildings and equipments in the 
above named towns are superior to 
ours, and the pride and enthusiasm 
manifested by the friends and patrons 
of our neighboring institutions out­ 
weigh, outbalance and make our so­ 
called “ home pride” look puny and 
pitiful. 
The citizens of this town and 
community seem to have lost interest 
in our school; they seldom boost and 
less frequently visit the institution. 
Now, what is to be done? 
A new 
building is absolutely necessary; first 
class equipment must come with a 
new structure, and this above all — 
the citizens must stand by the school. 
Is Decatur alive to her needs? 
Is she 
ready to regain the ground lost in 
her public school facilities? 
Let us 
get together and make a move that 
will stifle the “ joke” about our town 
enterprise, and let nev^r again hear 
a criticism of the D ecatur high school 
applauded in a public gathering. 
Shall Decatur have a first-class, 


m o d e r n school, or, a joke? 
Rebuild, equip a new building with 
modern equipment. 


School Board to Meet. 


The Decatur high school b oard will 
probably meet this afternoon for the 
purpose of selecting teachers for the 
coming season. 
We learn there are 
quite a number of applications for 
the positions, some of the applicants 
being especially fitted for the work. 
The Messenger is of the opinion that 
the bo ard will not he compelled to go 
out of this community to get teachers, 
as there are young ladies living here 
who have had sufficient experience 
and train in g in teaching to well and 
creditably fill the places. Other sec­ 
tions of the state come right into 
our home town and select instructors 
Hor their schools, and it is to the 
school patro n s’ and children ’s inter­ 
est for the school board to investi­ 
gate and see that some our best are 
not taken away. 
The interests at stake are too great 
for the honorable school board not to 
take into serious consideration the 
applicant’s qualifications; friendship 
■and sentiment will not he allowed to 
outweigh and over-ride merit in the 
selection,and no man must dictate to 
the board as to its selection. 
The 
law covering such m atters is plain, 
and when if is followed merit wins 
and patrons and pupils can have lit­ 
tle cause for complaint. 
The law is: 
Sec. 72, School Laws of Texas. 
Any teacher desiring to teach in any 
city, town or school district in this 
state, shall, 
BEFORE 
contracting 
with any hoard of trustees, or with 
any city school 
board, exhibit a 
te a c h e r’s certificate, valid in the city 
town o r school district; 
and any 
teacher who shall teach in any puh­ 
lic school in this state without hav­ 
ing a valid certificate shall not re­ 
ceive from the free school funds any 
eompensation for services. 
1. 
The teacher must not be related 
to any member of the school hoard by 
affinity within the second degree, or 
by consanguinity within the third de­ 
gree. 
2. 
Certificate must he valid at time 
of employment and for E N T IR E time 
covered by contract. 
3- The contract must be m ade with 
the school board; employment by the 
principal is not legal. 
Section 73. 
Any county 
or city 
superintendent or board of trustees 
who shall approve any teacher’s con­ 
tract o r voucher until the person has 
presented a valid certificate, shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and on con­ 
viction thereof shall be fined not less 
than 825 o r more than SICO.

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In this lesson Jesus makes a still 
(further application, or rather gives us 
.another illustration of the righteous-! 
ness of his new kingdom, which must 
be greater than that taught by the 
(Pharisees. 
We have studied the sa­ 
cred relations of the righteous 
life, 
mow we are to consider the matter of 
truth. We have first a paragraph from 
Jesus, then an ethical teaching and ap­ 
plication from the writings of James 
the apostle. 
Under the old law men swore by 
heaven which is God’s throne, by the 
earth which is his footstool, by Jeru­ 
salem which was bis peculiar chosen 
city. 
They swore by the head and 
yet they could not change one hair 
white or black. 
Jesus contrasts all 
of this with his new 
kingdom 
in 
(which absolute simple veracity in our 
speech is all that is to be required. 
This makes all oaths profane. 
When 
men live in these new relations, with 
this new consciousness of God they 
will speak the truth naturally and of 
necessity. 
To such there will be no 
need for any form of speech or oath, 
for the simplest, plainest speech will 
be the only necessary and the alto­ 
gether satisfactory medium of giving 
Jand of creating assurance. How about 
loathe In court? Jesus is speaking to 
the members of his new kingdom. Be- 
1 tween them yea and nay is sufficient, 
but aa between them and others we 
!must adjust ourselves and therefore 
we do not read into this any admoni­ 
tion not to take an oath in court. 
8hould Be Swift to Hear. 
“Be not many teachers.” 
We now 
turn to a paragraph from the Epistle 
of James which has its peculiar value 
and interest as showing the difficulty 
of mastering 
the tongue. 
In 
the 
church of Christ there must of neces­ 
sity be a great many more disciples 
;(learners) than teachers. Every man 
should be swift to hear, but the posi­ 
tion of teacher carries with it such 
a burden of regwmsl^ility that no one 
should ajd^ciousiy absum e 
it, 
see 
Eytv 
etc. With this responsibil­ 
ity is also a correspondingly heavier 
judgment if we stumble. 
He 
that 
stumbles not in teaching, in the use 
of his tongue, is indeed a perfect man 
and one that is able to bridle the 
whole body; to guide the ship of life, 
of state, and of the church, amidst 
the fiercest storms. 
"The tongue is a fire.” 
It is in­ 
deed for it inflames with anger the 
whole body, the family, society and 
the nation. History is ablaze with the 
conflagrations that are a consequence 
of untimely words and of unbridled 
tongues, Prov. 15:1, etc. 
The tongue 
giving utterance to the thoughts of the 
heart (for out of the abundance of the 
heart it speaks), will inflame lust, 
wither purity and consume strength. 
It fires jealousy and burns the sweet 
bonds of friendship. 
It will sever the 
ties of home, burn away the founda­ 
tions of character, of commercial in­ 
tegrity, social purity and destroy the 
bonds of civic righteousness. 
It is 
indeed “a world of iniquity among our 
members.” 
Let us quote from lh . IC 
A. Torrey; 
“The fires of hell are 
^kindled by idle words that set men 
I.inking wrong about God and sin and 
Ihrist and the Bible. 
Men usually 
caseful in handling fire are careless 
a b l it the tongue. 
Whence come the 
won s that' inflame 
the 
imagination 
and the passion*,? 
Whence come the 
words that undermine faith and 
the 
credibility of the Bible? 
lf any man 
question James’ words that ‘the tongue 
can no man tam e’ he has evidently 
never tried it himself.” This does not 
mean, however, that the tongue can 
not be tamed, for what is impossible 
with man is possible with God. James 
draws a frightful picture of the un­ 
tamed tongue and of its evil conse­ 
quences. 
Profane Men Classified. 
“These things ought not 
to 
he. 
No more can a fountain yield fresh 
and salt water at one and the same 
time, or a fig tree yield olives, than 
for a Christian to bless God and with 
the same tongue curse his fellow men. 
Not only is it unkind but it is un- 
Christlike. 
Sarcasm means 
literally 
“to tear flesh like dogs,” the chari­ 
oteer’s whip tore the flesh, so we use 
the tongue as a lash, biting the sensi­ 
tive spirits of men; verily these things 
“ought not to be.” 
Phillips Brooks 
«aid, "Tell me the words a man uses 
and reproduce his tone of voice ^ nd 
I’ll tell what sort of man he is.” 
It is a literal fact that the truthful 
man is he *bo usually exemplifies all 
other virtues and 
we 
cannot 
em­ 
phasize too strongly that no gentle­ 
man swears. 
Profane Alen 
are 
of 
three classes; those who are thought­ 
less, those who are ignorant of lan­ 
guage and have a paucity of expi fis­ 
sion* at their command, and those 
who use profanity to emphasize a lie, 
and generally the greater the lie the 
more and stronger the oaths. We must 
to t forge*, however, that by our si­ 
nce we may bear false witness and 
at a positive obligation rests upon 
J lo speak words of praise.

Study the c h ild -n o t 
ail are gifted alike—but in each one 
some chord lies waiting to be touched 
and then most beautiful music will be 
heard or most cultured thoughts pro­ 
duced.

f e w shelves of the best books 
and be can obtain all the elements of 
a liberal education.” 
We however 
think he needs training and associa­ 
tion with others striving toward the 
same end, and here is where 
oui 
schools and 
colleges help us out. 
From others we 
hear 
ideas 
and 
thoughts that books alone would not

|n spite of all that has been writ­ 
ten telling of the value of stable 
manure there are many farmers who 
still neglect to care for this valuable 
by-product of the farm and spend 
their money for commercial fertilizer. 
I do not wish to discourage the use 
of commercial fertilizer, but it should 
never be used until the stable manure 
is first taken care of and applied to 
the soil, if there is not sufficient 
manure to meet the demands of the 
farm crops the deficiency should be 
supplied by using commercial fertil­ 
izer. 
It is rather difficult to estimate the 
value of stable manure in dollars and 
cents as commercial fertilizers are 
valued, since the stable manure adds 
much valuable humus to the soil as 
well as direct plant food and the com­ 
mercial fertilizer is valued for the 
direct plant food alone. 
Dr. Aikman says th at the humus of 
the stable m anure is worth quite as 
much to the soil as the direct plant 
food. Valuing the phosphoric acid at 
five cents per pound, the potash at 
five cents per pound and the nitrogen 
at 15 cents per pound a fair average 
value of the stable m anure 
may 
be 
estim ated as follows:

Continue until the dish is full.

Commercial Club Notes 
J. L. Ladd, Secretary. 


Since agriculture is and always will 
be the chief industry of W ise county 
most of the space allotted to this de­ 
partment by the generosity of The 
Messenger will be devoted to the fos­ 
tering of that great industry. 
Indeed 
what is true of W ise county is true of 
all Texas. The total products of Tex­ 
as last year were worth $513,970,091, 
of which $432,035,294 came from the 
farms and ranches, $17,217;000 from 
mines and $94,717,000 from factories. 
The farmer is far and away the big­ 
gest man in Texas. 
But the Texas farm er isn ’t half the 
giant he might be and will be. 
Take 
the one item of hogs, for instance: 
It is estimated that of the 200 carl cads 
of bacon and lard shipped into Texas 
every week in the y ear the farmers 
themselves buy and use 150 cars worth 
$3,500 a car or twenty five millions 
year! 
Yet in no state are hogs and 
hog feeds so easily produced as in 
T exas. 
The following impressive sto 
ry from The D allas 
Times-Herald 
* aptly illustrates this fact: 
“ D. C. Earnest, president of the 
Consumers Lignite Co., has a la r g e 
tra c t of land in the vicinity of his lig­ 
nite mines around A lba and Hoyt. 
Two years ago he decided that 
it 
would be good business policy to raise 
a few hogs on this land, a p art of it 
being timbered land producing mast, 
A ccordingly Mr. E arn est bought $2ff 
worth of hogs and turned them in. 
They liked the situation snd settled 
on Mr! Earnest’s property and com 
menced to raise large families. 
Last 
week Mr. Earnest sold $(>29 worth ot 
ho gs,has $1,000 more for sale and wil 
keep's I, OOO worth, all from an invest 
ment of $275 two sh ort years ago just 
as a side line! Let ‘Back to the smoke 
house’ be the slogan of every Texa: 
fa rm e r.” 
As to the best breed of hogs, Prof 
B urn s of our A. M. College says the 
Tam w orth is the best bacon hog and 
the P oland China and Durock Jersey 
the best lard hogs, the Durocks mul 
tiplying most rapidly but the Polands 
being the best pen hogs, lf a cholera 
proof hog is desired, possibly it may 
be found in the g iant mulefoot hog, if 
the following very rem arkable state­ 
ments are to be relied upon: 
D r. R . C. Peppen of Pond Creek 
Oklahoma, says he is the oldest breed 
er of mulefoot hogs in the U. S., and 
his statements given below are not 
only|absorbingly interesting, but they 
seem to be convincingly circumstan 
SP 
“ I placed about the first mulefoot 
hog on record that was ever recorded. 
I owned King who was the winner in 
every show ring he ever entered: also 
Black Bettie, said by the best judges 
to be the best sow of this breed ever 
shown. 
I have sows 14 months old 
th a t farrowed at IO months old and 
which now weigh 400 pounds and their 
pigs average 130, and these pows will 
farrow again soon. 
I h a \e mules live 
months old that weigh 200. 
I have a 
male kept for my own use that weighs 
450 and is in thin flesh. 
I can show 
larger stock to their age than any 
breeder of any breed. 
I have no half 
bloods and never expect to have; but 
I have seen many half bloods from 
males I have sold and I never saw a 
split hoof nor a white spot on one of 
them. 
No breed o r c olor can change 
any of the pigs of ray males; they will 
all be mule-footed and jet black. 
“ As to their being cholera-proof, 
consider the following evidence: 
I 
placed five sows and one male in the 
cholera pen at Grinnell, Iowa, in 1904 
and kept them there for a test for 4“ 
days. 
During that time 228 hogs of 
‘other breeds died out of 235 exposed 
as mlfte were. 
None of mine died. 
I 
can p r o ^ t h i s by at least IOO good 
farmers. On the farm where I now 
have my mulefoot herd I lost 294 out 
no of 2 9 5 split-hoof hogs in an outbreak 
v e rt! of cholera during F e b ’y and March 
aan, I These hogs died all around my muie- 
it be tfoots, and a mulefoot sow dug up one 
th m 9c f the buried carcasses and she and 
aws 
her unweaned shoats ate it. but not 
med 
one of my mulefoots ever missed a 
feed. 
This is what I know about the 
mulefoots and cholera, and I stand 
ready to prove every statement I have 
m ade.” 
Good grazing lies at the base of all 
cheap pork production, and besides it 
insures the health of the herd. In this 
county Burmuda, rescue grass, bur 
clover, cow peas, soy beans, peanuts,

TREES AS CIVIC ORNAMENTS

This is a toy with 
sliding disks, capable of making a de­ 
lightful noise—to a six-year-old—and 
Its inventor is said to be the youngest 
person in the world to whom a patent 
lias ever been issued. 


Here Ie a Case W here Municipal Con­ 
trol Would Seem to Be a 
N ecessity.

Uniformity may be obtained only 
through municipal control, for when 
planting is done by property owners 
individual choice will naturally have a 
wide range and fall upon a great va­ 
riety of subjects, resulting in the least 
desirable effect possible except bare 
streets. 
Where the building lots are 
of varying widths many of the trees 
will be too close together, while none 
are apt to be too far apart, as we very 
generally overplant. 
Here is another 
bad feature easily remedied by muni­ 
cipal control through arbitrarily giv­ 
ing the proper space to each tree. On 
narrow streets home owners will per­ 
sist in planting trees suited only to 
the wider thoroughfares, until a tall 
furniture 
can 
can 
scarcely 
pass 
through the green tunnel. 
Where sidewalks are narrow and 
buildings close up to them, the trees 
will have to be planted close to the 
street curb, no m atter how wide the 
parkway, else the tops will have no 
room to spread arid all the trunks will 
lean toward the street. 
Here a small 
tree is necessary, not only to avoid 
the last-noted effect, but also to pre­ 
vent overshadowing the front win­ 
dows of adjacent buildings. 
In such 
districts as the one under discussion 
owners are also overfond of filling In 
the parkway 
with 
cement, leaving 
too little breathing space for trees. 
With parkings already too narrow the 
whole space is insufficient to allow of 
best growth of trees and therefore 
parkings should not be unnecessarily 
reduced. 
Some eastern cities require 
not less than six square feet about the 
base of each street tree. 
When trees are to be bought one 
should be able to sharply distinguish 
between young, thrifty stock and de­ 
formed, root-bonnd cripples which are, 
unfortunately, more common with our 
nurserymen 
than 
vigorous, healthy 
subjects. 
What use is It to 
plant 
trees whose roots have for years been 
playing merry-go-round in a gallon 
fruit can? 
Habits and forms fixed 
while young are apt to endure, even 
though somewhat modified, to the end. 
Such trees should be dug around after 
being in position for a year, and the 
top roots cut elose to trunk, allow­ 
ing a deeper and better root system to 
develop. 
Do not forget that all condi­ 
tions may be Improved and much bet­ 
ter results obtained by digging large, 
deep holes for all trees.

Parks Seldom Productive of the 
Desired Effects.

The absence of a general plan or a 
failure to comprehend and follow it 
will result in the hodge-podge of in­ 
congruities too often seen in parks. 
The portions which should be natural 
are often artiflcialized unnecessarily 
by gardening operations, or by the in­ 
troduction of buildings, fountains and 
all sorts of artificial ornaments, while 
the portions which might, in harmony 
with the uses to which they are put, 
be improved and decorated in a formal 
style are too informal. 
On the other 
hand, in the portion of a park actually 
devoted to extensive and conspicuous 
formal beds of tender plants and flow­ 
ers, the 
drives 
and 
walks, 
lawns, 
shrubberies and tree plantations will 
often be strikingly informal. 
A gen­ 
eral plan may provide places where 
the beauties of formal beds of tender 
plants and other gardening features 
may be enjoyed individually and col­ 
lectively and places where those which 
are Incongruous with each other may 
be separated by a systematic arrange­ 
ment of 
plantations, 
which, 
while 
forming contrasting 
or 
harmonious 
backgrounds, separations, enclosures, 
screens and the like, yet will them ­ 
selves form part of a complete whole. 


B ew are of T ow n Row. 
“A town row is to a town what a 
heavy frost is to vegetation,” says ex- 
Governor Hoch in the Marion Record. 
“Nothing wilts a town like a town row. 
Better have a cyclone or an 
earth­ 
quake or most any destructive visi­ 
tation than have a town row, for when 
these calamities are over they are 
over, and the people, cemented togeth­ 
er in closer fellowship by the com­ 
mon calamity, begin at once unitedly 
and bravely to repair waste places; 
Such a people under such conditions 
are invincible and absolute masters 
of destiny. 
But a town row distracts, 
disintegrates. 
destroys. 
It 
under­ 
mines the foundation of things. 
Its
